Some, like Basil 
W. Duke, became known through­ 
out the North and South as brave, 
courageous and determined sold­ 
iers.

valance of scabies, commonly call­ 
ed “sheep scab.” Scott County Ex­ 
tension Agent Leon Lane has re­ 
ceived a copy of the proclamation 
containing the regulations, which 
may be examined at his office by 
an citizen of Scott County.

Dr. H. E. Curry, State Veterin- I 
arian, in discussing the increasing 
prevalance of sheep scab in Mis- I 
souri, says that “Sheep scab is a , 
contagious skin disease caused by 
small parasites (Psoroptes 
ovis), 
commonly known as sheep 
scab 
mite. The disease is easily trans­ 
mitted from an infected animal to 
another, and spreads very rapidly 
after the infection is 
introduced 
into a flock. 
When 
allowed 
to 
spread, sheep scab 
may 
cause 
great financial losses.” 
“Fortunately, we have practical 
ways and means of controlling and 
eradicating the disease. Treatment 
consists of dipping in a lime and 
sulphur solution or 
solution 
of 
nicotine 
sulphate. 
Applications 
will not be 
effective, 
however, 
unless dipping solutions ae prop­ 
erly made and the animals 
are 
properly dipped, preferably under

If he follows the ide­ 
ology of the Realist he will prob­ 
ably conceive of life on the farm 
as a tragedy; he will point 
out 
every possible discomfort 
which 
living on a farm entails; he 
will 
show that the lives of farmers, tin 
lives of “all" farmers, are 
mean, 
ugly, thw arted; he will show that 
even Nature herself 
seems 
to 
‘have it in’ for her rural children, 
and, that at every possible oppor­ 
tunity, she, Nature, 
visits 
hci 
children with flood, frost, drought, 
fire, hail, windstorm and all such 
disasters as any competent insur­ 
ance salesman could 
graphically 
unfold; in the end of the story all 
the characters will have either 
escaped to the City, been frustrat­ 
ed, killed oft, or crippled (m en­ 
tally, 
m o r a l l y . , physically 
or 
spiritually). 
Such 
is the usual 
procedure of the 
Realistic 
nov­ 
elist. 
But if this kind of attitude 
toward life does not suit the w id ­ 
er of the rural novel he can turn 
to the school of the Romanticists. 
If he becomes a Romantic he will 
probably have much to say about 
the beauties of Nature; the family 
life will be compact and well or­ 
ganized and the occasional 
con­ 
flicts w ithin the family will only, 
in the end, serve to bind them the 
closer together; for the Romantic­ 
ist the farm will be the ultimate 
escape from the futility ol 
city 
living, the last refuge of the tor­ 
mented soul; despite the fact that 
Nature sometimes blows roughly 
upon her rural children the 
Ro­ 
manticist will see to it that all is 
salvaged in the end, the flood did 
not sweep the barn entirely away, 
the rain came just in the nick of 
time to save the harvest from be­ 
ing completely burned up by the 
drought; the characters, at the end 
of the story will have become vic­ 
tors, not victims, of farm life, and 
they will live out the rest of their 
lives, like the prince and princess 
of the faiiy story, “happily ever 
after.” 


EVERYDAY THEME 


But Paul Corey, in “Three Miles 
Square,” has chosen 
to 
follow 
neither the ideology of the Real­ 
ist nor the idealogy of the Roman­ 
ticist, but has forged for himself 
a new kind of school of 
writing 
the rural novel. There is no name 
available for his school but per­ 
haps we can formulate some kind 
ol idea of what it is like if we say 
that it takes the best from 
both 
schools and fuses- them together 
and comes out with something new 
and quite interesting. 
For Paul 
Corey, the farm is 
neither 
the 
abode of the blessed or the dam n­ 
ed; the farm is a patch 
of 
land 
where people live out there lives; 
there is har iness, there is sor­ 
row for the farm dweller, some­ 
times more happiness than

row, sometimes more sorrow than 
happiness. 
But Corey is more ol 
a reporter of facts than a follower 
of ideologies.

contagious skin disease caused by 
small parasites (Psoroptes 
ovls), 
commonly known as sheep 
scab 
mite. 
The disease is easily trans­ 
m itted from an infected anim al to 
another, and spreads very rapidly 
after the infection is 
introduced 
into a flock. 
When 
allowed 
to 
spread, sheep scab 
may 
cause 
great financial losses.” 
“Fortunately, we have practical 
ways and means of controlling and 
eradicating the disease. T reatm ent 
consists of dipping in a lime and 
sulphur solution or 
solution 
of 
nicotine 
sulphate. 
Applications 
will not be 
effective, 
however, 
unless dipping solutions ae prop­ 
erly made and the anim als 
are 
properly dipped, preferably under
